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SKETCH OF THE LIFE OF DAVID J. PARK 


David J. Park was born in 1798, at what is now 
Bloomsburg, N. Y. In early youth, his parents 
moved to Wyalusing, Pa., and a little later, farther 
up the Susquehanna to Wysux, in Bradford Co., 
where he lived till he was 22 years old. He then 
moved, with his parents, to what is now the town 
of Erin, in Chemung Co. The county was densely 
timbered, but they commenced to erect a home. 
Four years later his father and mother both died 
within a week of each’ other, leaving him to support 
a family of sisters in a howling wilderness, with 
no neighbors nearer than four miles. Hardships 
and privations stared him in the face, but he re- 
solved to remain. 


In 1824 he married Miss Susan Eliza Park, a 
cousin, by whom he had eleven children — three 


sons and eight daughters. He determined to give 
all his children the advantage of an education. The 
youngest child died at an early age. Eight of the 
remaining ten became school teachers. 


His youngest son he often carried on his back 
part of the way to school. 


In politics he was a Jacksonian Democrat. His 
highest ambition was to do his part well in his own 
sphere, and with few exceptions he declined all 
public honors. 


In religion he was a Presbyterian. He was a 
man of integrity and generous impulses. 


He died on the farm where he had lived for 
more than half a century, at the age of seventy- 
three. 


SKETCH OF THE LIFE OF HIS SON, ALEXANDER H. PARK 


A. H. Park, the oldest son of David J. Park, 
was born in 1825. He was a man of prominence in 
the town of Erin. He was elected town clerk at the 
early age of twenty-one. Afterword he held the 
important positions of town superintendent of 
public schools and supervisor. 

He was also postmaster of State Road Post 
Office for fifteen years. Park Station was named 
in his honor. 


Besides being a charter member of Southern 
Light Lodge of F. & A. M., he has filled other 
honorable positions in both church and county. 


He was married to Edna McDoel in 1850, by 
whom he had two children, a son and a daughter. 


He died in Elmira in 1893, at the age of sixty- 
eight. 


SKETCH OF JAMES JACKSON PARK 


J. Jackson Park, second son of David J. Park, 
was born in 1840. He was twice supervisor of the 
town of Erin, and also held other positions of honor 
and trust. 


He was married in 1861 to Miss Lucy Barnes, 
by whom he had two sons. He died in 1921, aged 
eighty-one years. 
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SKETCH OF FLOYD BENTON PARK 


Floyd Benton Park, son of Alexander H. Park 
and Edna McDoel Park, was born at Erin, Che- 
mung Co., N. Y., Jan. 27, 1856, He graduated from 
the Elmira Free Academy in 1871 and from the 
Medical Department of the University of Buffalo 
in 1879. 

In the fall of 1880 he was married to Cora 
Ennis. Was divorced. 

July 15, 1905, he was married to Miss Eva 
Griswald, at Corning. From July 26, 1887, to May 
3, 1899, he was First Lieutenant and assistant sur- 
geon, 26th Separate Co., N. G. N. Y. Was elected 
coroner of Chemung Co. in 1883, serving 3 years. 
From 1886 to 1890, he was U. S. examining surgeon, 
Pension Department. 


He was a member of the Elmira Health Board 
from 1886 to 1893, City physician from 1886 to 1887, 
and Commissioner of Health from 1902 till his 
death in 1914. He was also appointed city coroner 
for one year in 1887, and was health officer for 
Elmira from March, 1909, till his death. 


He was a member of the Board of Education 
from 1891 to 1895. A member of Elmira Academy ~ 
of Medicine, the Medical Society of the County of 
Chemung, the New York State Medical Society, the 
Independent Order of Red Men’s club. He was a 
Methodist and a Democrat. 


He died quite suddenly of heart trouble 
October 9, 1914. 


SKETCH OF BYRON BURR McDOWELL 


Byron Burr McDowell, son of Albert H. and 
Isabelle Park McDowell, was born August 10, 1862, 
and died December 8, 1937. 


He was a building contractor. He was widely 
known, having been active in political, social and 
church affairs for many years. 


He represented the Town of Erin for two 
terms and the Town of Van Etten for four terms, 
on the board of supervisors. 


He was vice president of the Bank of Spencer 
until Nov. 1, 1937, when he resigned because of ill 
health. He also served many years as Treasurer of 
the Farmers Reliance Insurance Co. 

He was a member of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church of Van Etten, Affiliated with the Mt. Leba- 
non Lodge, F. & A. M., and Van Etten Odd Fei- 
lows Lodge. 

He was buried in Swartwood Cemetery, Van 
Etten. 


BRIEF SKETCH OF ALBERT C. McDOWELL 


Albert Cornell McDowell, son of Varnum and 
Alice Cornell McDowell, was born November 29, 
1893. He was a moulder by trade, and a musician. 


He joined the army, in the World War, in the 
spring of 1917, and was sent to Camp Dix and from 


there to Camp near Augusta, Ga., where he joined 
the Marine Band. 


He was honorably discharged in January, 1918. 
He died at the Ithaca hospital June 13, 1923.
